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j ^jf^Swinjjning Pool History- 

While the City of Rutland is asking for bids for demolition of 
the historic municipal swimming pool on Main St., there's no 
guarantee that it will be razed until the aldermen find out how 
much its destruction will tost. As swimming pools go it's an 
ancient landmark, nearing the half-century mark which is 
practically in the bicentennial category for such recreational 
facilities. 

Perhaps because of its age as much as anything elsewhere is 
sentimental support for putting it bark in operating condition 
again because so many generations of Rut landers have spent so 
many happy hours there. 

Located as it is on the main traffic artery passing through 
Rutland, the pool has served the city well as a pleasing 
advertisement for the city’s pioneering municipal recreation 
program. Particularly during the early years of its operation, it 
was sufficiently unusual in design and concept to attract 
widespread public attention from visitors to the city and local 
residents. 


If it served that desirable purpose in bygone years while it was 
in operating condition during the summer months, it must be 
conceded that it hardly performs the same function now that it 
has been abandoned and has become an unoccupied pile of brick 
and concrete. Closed since 1974, ii is no longer a good ad for a 
progressive city. 

Those accustomed to today’s construction costs may wonder 
how it was possible to construct a pool of such a design for 
$33,000. Actually only $25,000 was originally appropriated to 
build the pool, While it was a “Bintz Type Pool,” the actual 
work was done by city forces. (The electrical work was done 
under the supervision of Fire Chief Kdtonski, who died only 
recently.) 

When it became apparent that $25,000 would not be sufficient 
to complete the pool, a $5,000 contribution was made in memory 
of former Gov and Mayor Percival W. Clcmeni and Mayor 
Arthur W, Perkins made up the $2,931 balance out of his own 
pocket. 

The way we figure it, the pool cost the city's taxpayers about 
$550 a year for the capital outlay distributed over the 45-year 
operating life of the installation. Seldom, shall we say to coin a 
phrase, has such a small sum contributed to such widespread 
public enjoy ment over such a long period of time.

The scaffolding is just 
about gone, and. the emp¬ 
ty paint buckets are lying 
around waiting to be put 
in the trash. For all prac¬ 
tical purposes, the city's 
new GiorgeUi Ice Skating 
Rink is finished. 

Ironically, the ice 
skating rink will have as 
its first customers not 
skaters but dribblers, 
since the basketball 
hoops will be lowered 
next week for summer 
use of the new facility. 

Recreation Supt, John 
J. Cioffredi said this week 
that "only a few remain¬ 
ing touches" must be put 
on the $374,000 facility 
before it will be open for 
business next week 


Located on Oak Street 
al the beginning of Pine 
Hill Park, the rink was 
financed partly through 
federal Bureau of Out¬ 
door Recreation <BOR) 
funds, stale funds, and 
local funds. The city's 
share of the project was 
ssa.ooe, 

Originally the rink was 
considered for ice hockey 
as well as general recrea¬ 
tional skating. That plan 
fell by the wayside when 
supporters of the private 
Royce Mandigo Arena 
complained of unfair 
competition. 

And, originally, there 
were plans to use the rink 
in the sum mer for tennis.

The service was followed 
by three songs performed 
by the Revere Bell Ringers, 
including “My Country Tis 
of Thee” in which the 
gathering on the green join¬ 
ed. 

Lunch was provided by 
the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and the American 
Legion. During lunch the 
soldiers relaxed on the 
green or strolled about the 
village, answering ques¬ 
tions about the muskets or a 
cap made from two minks 
or a stew bubbling over the 
open fire at the camp, 

At 1:30 p m. the expedi¬ 
tion formed for a parade 
which started at the 
historical society, passed 
down Elm Street and 
across Elm Street Bridge, 
then traversed River 
Street, Mountain Avenue 
and Union Street before 
reaching the green once 
more. 

The troops made their 
final march in mid¬ 
afternoon from the green to 
Vail Field where they put 
on a display of musket and 
cannon firing to the delight 
of children and the dismay 
of dogs. 

The company dined at the 
Kedron Valley Inn in South 
Woodstock before bedding 
down for the night at the 
high school. 

The visit was sponsored 
by the Woodstock Bicenten¬ 
nial Committee and was 
coordinated by Eleanor 
Leonard and Douglas Ro$s, 
with the help of many 
others.

An aldermen's com¬ 
mittee is considering 
sweeping changes in city 
| personnel policies that 
I could have an important 
effect on city manage¬ 
ment — employe rela¬ 
tionships in general, and 
on future union contract 
negotiations specifically. 

Perhaps more impor¬ 
tant for the aldermen 
themselves, the propos¬ 
ed changes could have 
significant political im¬ 
plications. 

For more than a month 
the Personnel Commit¬ 
tee has been meeting 
once a week to review a 
"new" city manual pro 
posed more than a year 
ago. 

Some of the changes 
the committee will 


recommend to the full 
Board of Aldermen in¬ 
clude a reduction in the 
number of paid holidays, 
elimination of a plan that 
provides windfall 
bonuses to resigning or 
retiring employes who 
haven 1 ! used their sick 
leave, and centralizing 
all employe records in 
the city treasurer's of¬ 
fice. 

Many of the proposed 
policy changes are not 
the final word on person¬ 
nel m a t fers, h ow ever, 
even if approved by the 
full board. Current union 
contracts contain some 
of the policies the com¬ 
mittee wants to change, 
so the proposed changes 
are subject lo negotia¬ 
tion with the union. 

The committee 


members realize the 
limited applicability of 
their recom mend a lions, 

"These are only 
guidelines," Committee 
Chairman Nicholas A. 
Barone has said during 
almost all of the 
meetings. 

News Analysis

Razing Is 
Near For 
Old Pool 

A special meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen will be 
held Tuesday at 5:15 p.m, to 
consider appropriating 
$2,500 for the destruction of 
the old municipal swimm¬ 
ing pool on North Main 
Street. 

The emergency meeting 
is necessary. City Clerk 
, John W. Barrett explained, 
to a Ho w work on the de moli- 
tion project to proceed as 
quickly as possible. 

The old pool has been 
deemed a "dangerous 
Structure" by City Building 
Inspector Laurent A, 
LaMontagne, and he has re¬ 
quested that the nearly-50- 
year-old facility be torn 
down as soon as possible. 

Getting rid of the old 
structure has been a pro¬ 
blem for the city. Original¬ 
ly. the pool was to be lorn 
down as part of a federal 
community improvement 
project, but the application 
for funds for the project 
was turned down by federal 
1 authorities. 

Earlier this year the ci¬ 
ty’s Board of Finance re¬ 
quested bids for the pool's 
destruction. The bids it 
received were deemed too 
high. Later, the project was 
rebid with the understan¬ 
ding that the demolition 
company did not necessari¬ 
ly have to remove the 
debris from the North Main 
Street site. 

The Mac Equipment and 
Steel Co. of 386 North Main 
St. submitted a low bid of 
$2,500 in the second round of 
bids. The company agreed 
to demolish the pool to a 
condition where the debris 
could be carted away. 

According to Board 
President J. Fred Carbine 
Jr , the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has agreed to 
remove the debris once the 
\ demolition is completed. 

Barrett said that if the 
money is appropriated 
Tuesday, work on the pool s 
demolition will probably 

begin immediately.

For nearly 25 years. J. 
Charles Hackett, who 
was blind or nearly 
blind, sold popcorn and 
other refreshments from 
his well-known booth at 
the west end of Main 
Street Park. 

But for the past few 
years, since the popcorn 
entrepreneur died, there 
has been no corn popping 
in the park and the booth 
has remained idle. 

This week, however, 
the booth has once again 
become the center of at-

tentton but for very dif¬ 
ferent reasons. 

Spurred on by a 
jurisdictional dispute 
over who should finally 
dispense with the booth, 
tempers have started 
popping in City Hall 
because the popcorn 
booth is gone. 

Mayor Gilbert G. God- 
nick gave the concession 
stand to the Mount St, 
Joseph Athletic Associa¬ 
tion late last winter, and 
association members 
moved the booth to St. 
Peter's Field early in 
March. All that remains 
in the park is a large 
patch of bare ground 
where the concession 
once stood. 

Alderman Terrence A, 
Barrett recently passed 
the park, noticing only a 
large hole where he 
thought a large brown, 
wooden booth should be. 
And the fireworks ap¬ 
parently started when 
Barrett realized the 
issue of where and how 
to dispense with the 
booth was a matter sup¬ 
posedly left to the con¬ 
sideration of the Recrea¬ 
tion Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, 

Barrett was the vice 
chairman of that com¬ 
mittee when the booth 
was given away by 
God nick. 

Enraged that the 
mayor had decided on 
his own to grant the 
booth to M5J, Barrett 
delivered a brief tirade 
to his fellow aldermen at 


this week's board ses¬ 
sion, claiming the city’s 
chief executive was 
usurping the authority of 
the city aldermen. 

"The mayor didn’t 
have the right to do 
anything without ap¬ 
proval of the board," 
Barrett charged later. 
“It’s another one of these 
slippery back door deals. 
He's paying for votes. ” 

Barrett, who claims 
the booth is worth 
somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $2 r 000, 
said it might have been 
of use to the city as a 
storage building. If not, 
he said, other local 
groups should have had a 
fair chance of getting it 
along with MSJ. 

But Godnick rejected 
Barrett’s claims com¬ 
pletely. He said at least 
two city department 
heads told him it would 
be so costly to remove 
the booth and the booth 
offered so little storage 
space that the city could 
not possibly find it 
economical to keep. 

He said he gave the 
booth to MSJ because the 
school athletic associa¬ 
tion volunteered to 
remove free of charge 
the booth and the con¬ 
crete foundation. 

Earlier estimates had 
placed the cost of remov¬ 
ing the booth at as high 
as 51,500, Barrett claim¬ 
ed it could he done for 
less.

Agencies Are Faring 
Badly Getting Funds 


By DAVID MOTT 

An aldermen's commit¬ 
tee has begun the arduous 
task of doling out this 
year's *535,000 in federal 
revenue sharing funds, with 
an eye toward weaning the 
area's social service agen¬ 
cies from the federal horn 
of plenty. 

For the second year in'a 
row, the com mitlec has ten¬ 
tatively recommended ma¬ 
jor cuts in appropriations to 
local agencies—cuts which 
in some individual cases 
differ almost $5,000 from 
allocations made two years 
ago. 

During a meeting this 
week, the members of the 
aldermen's Revenue Shar¬ 
ing Committee reached a 
consensus on many of the 
items to be funded with the 
federal funds. However, no 
firm decisions were made, 

The lion’s share of the 
federal funds have already 
been allocated by Mayor 
Gilbert G, Godnick, and the 
aldermen on the committee 
appear to agree with his 
funding priorities. 

Of the city's total $555,000 
revenue sharing appropria¬ 
tion, Godnick has tunneled 
$540,000, the same amount 
as last year, into the city's 
General Fund to keep taxes 
down. 

The mayor has also re¬ 
quested $35,000 to match 
federal Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation funds for 

upgrading and building new 
facilities at white

Joining forces, the Nor¬ 
thwest Parent Teacher 
Organization and the city 
School Board have 
pressured City Hall to clean 
up the land. They claim if 
the land is left unattended it 
could soon become a haven

Minor complaints about 
the neglected parcel of land 
first surfaced a few years I 
ago, resulting in an equally 
minor effort by city 
workers to clear part of it. 
Prohibitive costs, which 
some eity officials 
estimated at $12,000 to

The annual baseball trip 
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City Budget Review Is Be ginning Tonight 


By ROBERT KINGSLEY 

Mayor Gilbert G. God- 
nick will unveil a 1978-79 ci¬ 
ty budget expected to be in 
the $7.5 million range at 
Monday's meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Claiming he has pared 
the city budget as much as 
possible without cutting ci¬ 
ty services, God nick con¬ 
tinued Sunday to assert he 
will fulfill one of hts major 
goals this year by keeping 
the tax rate well below the 
$9 mark. 

The mayor said he 
disagreed sharply with last 
week’s School Board deci¬ 
sion not to accept revenues 
from a 17-cent tax hike ap¬ 
proved by city voters in 
May. but admitted that 
decision will help keep the 
tax rate down. 

He underscored earlier 
statements that his budget 
proposal would have held 
the rale below $9 regardless 
of whether money from the 
school tax jump were spent. 
The city school department 
budget makes up about half 
the total municipal budget. 

God nick has consistently 
refused to disclose specifics 
of his proposed budget and 
said Sunday final figures on 
the total are not yet avail- 
ble because work on this 
year's financial plan will 
not be completed until Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

But his promise to keep 
the tax rate under the 
psychological barrier of $9 
apparently allays earlier 
fears that rising city and 
school expenses might lead 
to major tax jumps this 
year. The aldermen are 
empowered only to cut the 
mayor's proposed budget. 
They cannot add to it. 

He said Sunday that in 
many ways this year's 
fiscal plan parallels the 
1S77-7B budget. But he said 
some minor areas have 
seen major changes in the 
plan, including a large 
planned increase in the city 
allocation to the Chaffee 
Art Gallery.
